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age. They are sown in rows, in April and 
May. 1 grew w few last year, and intend to 
try an acre at least this year. They may 
be gathered green, as French beans, and are 
equally as good. 

Vegetables of all kinds do well, as may- 
be seen in nil the little gardens around Vic- 
toria. 

HAT. 

Last, but not least required, is the culti- 
vation of grass for hay. When I look at the 
immense amount of hay imported I cannot 
but advise every farmer to turn his attention 
to its growth, as there must always be a 
great demand for it. I beliove the most 
productive kind is timothy, but I would ad- 
vise mixed grasses of all kinds, clover, tre- 
foil, Dutch clover rye grass.all being mixed 
together and sown, so that if one fails 
another takes. 

oncit.inDS. 

Orchards are in progioss, and those trees 
that have been planted thrco or four years 
have produced a fine quality of apples, pears 
and plums. The orchard would pay perhaps 
better than anything, as after .the expense 
of planting it requires great attention, but 
little pecuniary outlay, and is really an in- 
teresting employment. 

STOCK RAISING. 

The improvement in the breed and raising 
of stock is very necessary ; and row there 
is a market for cattle it would be well for the 
farmer to clear off many of his original 
stock and improve it by an importation of 
good young heifers from our neighbors in 
Oregon, which may now be purchased at 
reasonable rates. S.

Agriculture in Vancouver Ialand. 

COOI) LAND — DRAIN ARE. 

The land under cultivation on Vancouver 
Island is naturally of a very fertile nature, 
and with proper management, would pro- 
duce large crops of grain, roots and vege- 
tables, 'the scarcity, however, of good ag- 
ri-cultural laborers and the high rates of 
wages demanded, will prevent farmers for 
the present going to very great expense in 
clearing, »a<i awre particularly draining. 
The system of land draining pursued on the 
heavy lands in England would be most ben- 
eficial here ; a brief statement of that sys- 
tem may be of benefit to some of your read- 
ers. The land which is intended for fallow, 
is in the winter ploughed out in diagonal 
furrows about '20 yards apart ; then the farm 
laborers with two narrow spades, one for the 
top spit, the other much narrower and 
chisel pointed for the bottom spit, dig out a 
drain to the depth of 24 inches. This drain 
is carefully hoed out and all crumbs of dirt 
tjtken from the bottom. Then tiles are care- 
fully put in and a little straw on top of 
•them, when the drain is again filled in 
' with iti-e earth already dug. Leading ditches 
:iure at the bottom of the lield to carry off the 
•water from the drains to some common sew- 
ers which empty themselves into the nu- 
merous streams and rivulets. Inasmuch as 
tiles cannot be obtained here, bushes cut 
M Lengths of about two feet and put into 
Ithe itlrain with a forked slick and straw or 
fern on nop and filled in with earth as al- 
trendy mentioned, would answer the purpose 
rvery well. 

WHEAT CROWING, 
The wheat grown here is ol a very su- 
perior quality, quite equal to the best quali- 
ties grown in England. There are four 
kinds of wheat on this Island: the rough or 
velvet ehaff is perhaps the best and most 
hardy'] then then: is a smooth chair iwiite 
wheat, very good ; also, Talevera or spring 
•wheat of a most excellent quality; and a 
bearded red wheat of very indifferent 
quality from those above mentioned. The 
quantity of wheat generally sown is from 
la lo ~ bushels to the acre, and the average 
produce is from 16 to 20 to the bushel. But 
this by cultivation might be doubled. The 
best time for planting wheat is from the last 
week in October to the end of November, 
and it may also bo sown with advantage 
from February to the middle of March. 

PEAS. 

There are threo soits of peas cultivated 
, here: the scyrr; jter or blue pea; the dun or 
grey pea ; and a small white pea. The two 
first are the most productive, and 40 to 50 
bushels of those have been grown on an 
aero. The best time for sowing these is 
from February to the end of March, but 
they may be sown much later with success. 

B ABLET AND OATS 

May Lo sown about the same time as peas ; 
about '2b bushels to the acre is sullicient. 
I have seen no really good samples of either 
barley or oats on the Island. It is very 
likely tho land has not been in a fit state to 
receive tho seed. This is certainly tho true 
reason. 

turnips, i:tc. 

Turnips, both Swedish and white, aro 
very productive anil useful, no farmers ought 
to bo without a Tow acres lor his stock in 
lhe winter season. 

Manglo-wurtzel, another very Valuable 
root, doas well hero. The land requires to 
bo well cleaned lor it, anil about one pound 
of seed to tho acre, sown in the beginning 
Of May, This crop, liko turnips, requires 
to bo kept well cleaned from weeds ; and in 
the month of April when tho farmer finds 
his last year's stuck of turnips gone, and 
the glass just shouting up, his wurtzel will 
bo lully appreciatod. From H> to IS tons 
of inaiiglo-wuitzel may Iih produced to the 
aoro. 

„ POTATOES, 

This valuable esculent is very productive; 
is so easily cultivated, and so well known it 
doo* not requira any comment, as every one 

is acquainted with its euliuro. Every person 

who has visiied Vancouver must speuk in 
praisn of their lino iiimlity, which cannot bo 

excelled, They yield about 100 to 1J00 

bushels to tho uoru. 

BEA NS.

The Grand Jury Report. 


It seema lhat lha Grand Jury, in the esti- 
inaiion of Chief Justice Cameron, are be- 
ginning " to put on airs," and to interfere in 
matters over which ihejr have no control, and 
in Uj which; if Ihey riia.ke any inquiry, they 
are guilty of an excess of duly. The gen- 
eral opinion hits heretufuro prevailed that 
Grand Juries have been by 1'ar too negligent 
in the discharge ol their il tilies,— or, we 
might say, in the exercise of those priviligei, 
winch are by law and custom conferred 
upon them ; ami although the exercise of 
those privileges ma) be very distasteful to 
the learned Chief Juertioe, and very provok- 
jn" to the talented Attorney General, expos- 
ing as they occasionally do, the incapacity 
□I both to discharge 'efficiently the duties of 
iheii respective stations, we feel fully per- 
suaded that public opinion will back them 
Up in their etlorts to bring to light the delin- 
quiucies ol public functionaries, abuses in 
any department oflhe pu.Dlic service which 
may come under their observation, and their 
directing the attention ol Government to any 
subject which, in their opinion, calls for Ex- 
ecutive or j udieiul interference, to promote 
or remove, approve or condemn, as the gen* 
eral welfare of the community may demand. 
This they have an unquestionable right to 
do— in fact it devolves upon them as a pos- 
itive duly— and although in the exercise of 
their legitimate functions they may some- 
times have to endure a judicial snubbing, 
we trust these " slight afflictions " will not 
deter them from persevering in the path Of 
duty, believing that ia due season their 
labors will produce the desired results. 

In a new country like this, where every- 
thing may be said to be in a transition state, 
our 'institutions not yet established on any 
permanent basis, our laws but feebly and in- 
efficiently administered, and our legislature 
a bye- word abroad and laughing-stock at 
home, much more necessarily devolves on 
Grand Juries than would be required of 
them were our institutions more firmly 
grounded, anil those who are charged with 
the administration of public affairs better 
qualified for theit respective positions. In 
older communities, where the machinery of 
government is in regular working condition 
— where the duties of llffiisers are clearly 
defined, and ev. ry department is under the 
management and control of a responsible 
head,— the duties ftf Grand Jurors are nec- 
essarily much more circumscribed than are 
those in this colony : and hence it Grand 
Jurors here are, through force of circum- 
stances arising out of the facts alluded to, 
under the necessity of calling attention to 
mailers which, under different circum- 
stances, mighl fairly be considered not 
within the pale of their jurisdiction, they 
should, we Ihink, be -pared the infliction of 
a reprimand from the bench, like that ad- 
ministered to the last Grand Jury. 

We clearly join issue, however, with his 
Lordship in snying lhat the Grand Jury had 
exceeded lll( ir duty by listing the hospital, 
OII the ground that it is a private institution. 
His Lordship must be troubled with a very 
defective memory, W lie would never have 
m.i It; -i) broad mi assertion on 60 slender a 
basis.. II he will turn 10 the Colonial Ae- 
counts, an abstract of which was laid before 
the Assembly ill March last by 111* Excel- 
lency, he will find these items enumerated 
among the disbursements t— " Royal Hospi- 
ml, Victoria— .S.ewarJ.Ji;4S lOs.

and a legilitnate subject fur inquisition on 
their part. Their visit to the institution, 
while it is not in any way calculated to mil- 
itate against its interest, or the interests of 
those confined there, may possibly operate 
to its material advantage, by bringing it in 
a prominent manner before the public, and 
making known its condition and wants and 
the necessity for making it entirely a public 
institution beyond question. In this view 
of the matter, apart from the fact lhat if is 
a public institution, in which the public 
have a moniud interest, as shown above, 
the Grand Jury clearly hud an undoubted 
right lo visit ii. 

The idea that the Grand Jury ftlvouid have 
indicted the District of Esquitnalt for not 
keeping the road in good condition, is, to 
our mind, a novel one, though it may be 
strictly legal. Doubtless the people of Es- 
quimau District suffer as great inconve- 
nience therefrom, nay, much greater, than 
any other class, and would gladly see the 
road put in suitable repair ; but the money 
is wanting wherewith to do it, owing to the 
culpable negligence of "the powers that 
be." Had His Lordship instr-icted the 
Grand Jury to indict the gentlemen who re- 
present that District in the Assembly for 
non-attention to the interests of their consti- 
tuents — and they alone should be held ac- 
countable for the present deplorable condi- 
tion of the road in question— we entertain 
the opinion lhat such an instruction would 
have been received with universal approba- 
tion. It is all very fine to say, " Indict the 
District;" but the District is not to blame. 
If pursuing that course would fix the burden 
of t tie flit upon the shoulders of the true 
delinquents, we would cordially indorse the 
idea; but such would not be the case— in- 
stead of thereby bringing the guilty to jus- 
lice, the innocent would be held responsible 
for results over which they had no manner 
of control. Let the authorities furnish the 
moans to keep the road in repair— let them 
disburse the funds already voted, and if after 
lhat it is allowed to become a public nui- 
sance, then it will be time enough to talk 
about " indicting the District.'' 



Tho Charge Against the Owners of the 
Bark Glimpse. 
The charge made by the officers and pas- 
sengers of the brig Consort against the offi- 
cers and owners of the bark Glimpse, has, we 
are glad to say, beenaraply refuted by Messrs. 
Reynolds and llocder, who have furnished us 
with affidavits and statements from parties 
cognizant of the affair. Want of space com- 
pels us to givelbilttho substance of those docu- 
ments, das. Si Harrison, n passenger on the 
Glimpse at the time she WHS said to have 
refused the Consort assistance, states posi- 
tively that no vessel was seen by them in 
distress during the voyage, nod that at the 
time the Glimpse is said to have passed the 
Consort, she was moored at Tease it Boyce's 
wharf. Can!. Nagio, harbormaster fur the 
port of Victoria', furnishes the following cer- 
tificate : 

I certify that the bark Glimpse, Cnpt. II. llnr.ler, 
from 8an Francisco, entered "t this offico on the 
8th day of November. ISOii.

Collector of the 1'ort. 

Victoria, February 2d, 1881. 
Edward F. Boyce, one of the proprietors of 
Pease «t Boyce's wharf, makes affidavit! 

"That the American bark Glimpse. Capt. 
Under, arrived at the port of Victoria, \ sncou. 
ver Island, and came alongside Die Wharf of 
IVmc & Boyce, on the morning of Hie eighth (lay of 
November, A, D., 1S<>'), anil commenced discharg- 
ing her cargo on that day." 

John M. Lockmnn, acting mate of the 
Consort, makes affidavit that on tin- uth ol 
November hist, he saw a bark hciuliiiR for the 
Straits, distant about eight miles: the brig 
made no signal of distress, and no females 
were observed on the deck of the bnrk ; on 
the morning of the 8th, another hm k win 
seen, which came within a mile of the Con- 
s ot, hut rendered no assistance. 

George F. Alley, a passenger on iho Con- 
sorl, testified to the same facts, in the main, 
as .Mr. Lockman. Upon reference lo our 
files, we find that the Glimpse arrived on 
the 8th of November, and as that was the 
dale upon which the Consort's captain 
alleged to have seen her outside of Capo 
Flatterv, his statement is unquestionably er- 
roneous. We consider Messrs. Boeder and 
Reyriolds lo he the victims of nn unfortunate 

mistake, and have now no hesitation in pro- 
nouncing them entirely innooent of the 
charge of refusing assistance to ihe Consort 
when in distress.

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LOCAI. INTEfXIGEIVCE. 

The Chief Justice's Remarks to the 
Grand Jury. 

Owing to the very crowded stale of our 
columns on last Saturday, and the lateness 
of the hour at which we received tho report, 
we were compelled to condense the remarks 
of the Chief Justice concerning the duties 
of Grand Juries. VV Q below present the 
most important points of His Lordship's 
comments more at length: 

\fter the Grand Jury's report was read, 
His Lordship said that the Grand Jury were 
mistaken in supposing that they could claim 
Ihe attendance of the Attorney General or 
them as aright: that their dut.es did not 
require le S al°assistance; that it was the.r 
province to make presentments of such pub- 
lic nuisances as came within the scope of 
their own knowledge, and to receive all in- 
dictments which might be preferred to them 
in the name of the Queen ; and that in these 
matters it was their duty to inquire whether 
there was sufficient cause to call upon the 
baity charged to answer; and if they were 
not satisfied that there was, they might then 
ignore the bill. , 

Tint with regard to the Hospital, he must 
remind them that, strictly speaking, it was a 
nrivote institution, although created lor the 
benefit of the public. Its management was 
vested in the gentlemen who so thought- 
fully set it agoing; and while he was quite 
certain that these gentlemen would be 
pleased to find that the Grand Jury took 
such an interest in their proceedings as to 
aDDoih* a committee of their number to in- 
quire into its condition-their object being 
unquestionably the benefit of the puDlio- 
yet h'e must consider the Grand Jury a no- 
tice of it to ba simply intended as a strong 
recommendation from them ot the necessity 
of a more extended public support, and in 
which recommendation he most heartily 

^°'\Vith regard to their notice of tho want 
of a corporation in. Victoria, he thought it a 
serious matter. There seemed to exist 
amongst the inhabitants a great ignorance 
of their relative rights and duties in local 
matters. Organization was wanted. He 
never knew or heard ot a place like Vic- 
toria without some local organization. Ine 
inhabitants have been taxed lor local pur- 
noses they have therefore a right to meet 
and manage their own Iocs! taxations in 
future The statutes regulating local taxa- 
tion in England and Wales require the in- 
habitants of the parishes and districts to 
meet <i.mually on the 25th day of March for 
the election of officer? to manage these mat- 
ters Every inhabitant paying scot and lot 
has a right to vote. These statutes may bo 
acted on here. As to a corporation, if the 
inhabitants of Victoria want to bo incorpo- 
rated, they may be so under the statutes to 
nrovide for the regulation of municipal cor- 
porations in England and Wales Under 
these statutes almost alt thecities, boroughs, 
and market towns there, now numbering 
about two hundred, are incorporated. They 
provide most amply for the wants of town, 
of every size, from those which are so small 
as to require no mavor or commission uf the 
peace, to those which have a lull stair of 
mayor, aldermen, councillors, recorder and 
other municipal oliicers. They also contain 
-ill the provisions necessary for the forma- 
tion ot new corporations and empower tho 
Crown logout charters lor the purpose on 
the petition of the inhabitant householders 
«f any place that may pray Tor the same. 
Under this provision, Manchester, Birming- 
ham Bolton. Warrington. Wakefield and 
other places, have since their passing been 
incorporated by Her Majesty, and lliere is 
no reason why Victoria should not be so 

As to the petition sent into the Grand 
Jury by persons interested in the Esquimau 
road thete could be no doubt but that their 
complaint was a just one, and so also might 
it be saul of the bridge leading thereto. 
The roadway of the latter is so much de- 
caved as to be constantly breaking out in 
iioies and is dangerous to human life, III 
Mich a condition it is an obstruction to the 
Queen's highway, and llier.'lor.; a public 
.nuisance, and the parties liable for repairs 
may be proceeded against and compelled to 
repair by a presentment of the Giand Jury. 
The petitioners as to the road should have 
preferred an indictment against. tho inhab- 
itants of the district and if it was found true 
by the Gram! duty they would be put upon 
their defence by the Court, and if they 
.could not show good cause to the contrary 
compelled to repair. By common, as well 
as Statute Law, the onus of repairs is flxed 
ion tho inhabitants; as to bridges, residents 
•of the county ; and as to the roads, residents 
ol the districts in which they ate situated. 
And if in any such prosecution thero II a 
verdict, the judgment usually indicia a fine 
Mtftoleot to make the necessary repairs, 
which is levied by an equitable rate on the 
annual value of the property ol the inhabi- 
tants, liable, but without a presentment in 
the one oaio nnd an indictment in the otnor, 
the .Court cannot enlo.co a remedy. 

After a few more observations as to t in 

forms of presentments and that it was to ho 
hoped lus observations would conduce to 

the public go?d,the Grand Juiy were thanked 
for their attendance and discharged.

A post mortem examination was had upon 
the body by Dr. Forbes and Hathray, and 
pending their investigation the inquest was 
adjourned till four o'clock m the after- 
noon, at which hour, the first witness called 
was: , . ... 

Dr. Forbes, who read a paper detailing 
the result of the post mortem examination, 
which stated that the cause of death was 
cerebal congestion, or apoplexy—taking 
place in a subject said, for a prolonged pe- 
riod to have been under the influence of 
alcoholic stimulants. The lungs and liver 
were healthy, and the body well nourished ; 
if deceased had been in the habit of drink? 
ing, this congestion would have occurred ; 
made the usual tests for opium, but there 
was no evidence of the presence of opium, 
or any other narcotic poison ; did not apply 
the test for anything else but opium ; long 
continued mental anxiety will produce apo- 
plexy, if there be any predisposition to that 
complaint; have never seen a case of delir- 
ium tremens that did not result from a two 
free use of liquor. 

Cof. Afar* Singleton, sworn— Am stopping 
at the American Saloon ; became acquaint- 
ed with Portman a few days before Ins 
death; never saw him intoxicated: have 
seen him drink sometimes ; saw deceased 
on Saturday morning last; he told me he 
had been out all night and had fallen down: 
he appeared to me to have been drinking ; 
I gave him a a cocktail ;" he drank it, and 
in half an hour had another; then he had a 
glass of sherry with two friends ; when he 
wus taken sick I told him to he down on 
my bed ; he imagined he saw objects in the 
atmosphere; he talked incoherently, and 
the symptoms increased so much as to ex- 
cite my alarm and induce me to send for a 
medical man ; sent for Dr. Rumsey about 
4 o'clock ; saw him about one hour alter the 
doctor came ; he did not then seem worse; 
saw him at intervals after that during tho 
night and he seemed to be in a deep sleep ; 
htf snored and breathed heavily; he was not 
conscious after that, and died about three 
o'clock on Sunday morning. Dr. Trimble 
was called in consultation with Dr. Kumsey 
before he died. 

To the jury— Am a pretty good judge of 
liquor; the liquors sold at ttie American 
Saloon are good ; have taken them myself 
frequently without experiencing any ill ef- 

Cross-examined by Mr. Ring— He had to 
be held down upon the bed betore Dr. Kum- 
sey was called in; 1 was lending at the 
bar; was formerly a captain in Her Ma- 
jesty's service ; deceased was a small built 
man ; he was shaking and trembling when 
he came in. 

To the Jury— He told me he couldn't look 
at food when he firsl came in. 

The Coroner then adjourned the lurther 
consideration of the case till to-morrow 
(Wednesday) morning, at 10 o'clock.

Attempt at Murder.— Yesterday morn 
ing, about 1 o'clock, several citizens residing 
in the vicinity of tho corner of B'roughton 
and Broad streets, were disturbed by the 
quarreling of two men, named John Wesley 
and Thomas Hanlcy, residing in a small 
house near by.

Hanley returned to 
his house, and while flourishing tho 
pistol and talking to Wesley it went 
off again, tho ball however striking the 
chimney nnd again doing no damage. 
Ho was finally induced to go bed, and 
while asleep was arrested by Sergeant Blake 
and olliccr McLcllan, who had been sum- 
moned by Cavanagh. He at first refused to 
go with the oliicers, but force being threat- 
ened, he anally consented to accompany 
them. Yesterday morning he was brought 
before Judge Pemberton, who, after a 
patient hearing of the case, committed him 
to stand his trial at the next Assizes, on a 
charge of committing an assault with intent 
to kill. Hanley, we believe, is a British 
Columbia miner, and Cavanagh is the well 
known wood- dealer.

The Hoap Murder Case.— It seems 
likely r.ow that all that Hie ability or iii^en 
uity of man can do to unravel this mystery 
of the Road murder will at length be done. 
The Attorriey|(»eiieral has applied for and 
obtained a rule eallina upon the coroner 
before whom the first inquisition was taken, 
to .-how cause why his verdict .should notbe 
quashed, on the ground of informality, and 
a misdirection to the jury.

■dentine men; but, unfortunately, tlielapse 
of time has done much to weaken the chain 
oi evidence, and it i- now feared that the 
difficulty of li ulitm a clue lo this slrange 
nnd horrid crime will he all but insuperable.

You would 
perhaps notice that a Mr. Saunders, a bar- 
Jister and a magistrate of the district in 
which the murder was committed, had 
opened an unauthorised court of inquiry on 
bis own account. 1 did not think it worth 
while alluding to his proceeding at the tune, 
and, now that the whole affair has ended in 
farce, il is perhaps even less worth while 
noticing that it had ever been attempted.—
